Response to Amendment 

Amendments and response received September 18, 2008 have been entered. Claims 1, 3- 
6, 12, 14, 15, 18, 19, 22 and 23 are currently pending in this application. Claims 2, 7-11, 16, 17, 
20 and 21 have been canceled. Amendments and response are addressed hereinbelow. 

Claim Objections 

In light of the cancellation of claims 2, 10 and 11, previous objection is moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
In light of the cancellation of claim 20, previous rejection is moot. 

Double Patenting 

In light of the cancellation of claims 7-9, previous double patenting rejection is moot.

1. Claims 1, 3-6, 12, 14, 15, 18, 19, 22 and 23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found 
any motivation to combine any subsequent prior art which teaches a color conversion relation 
derivation method and apparatus which implements the method comprising an area forming step 
that forms a plurality of areas filling the first color space such that the plurality of areas are 
arranged in lattice configuration and partially overlay each other in the first color space and a 
whole function derivation step that combines the partial functions by obtaining a coefficient 
interpolated by the coefficient of the partial function for each of the overlapped areas and by 
deriving a function represented by the interpolated coefficient. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
